Oregon: Business Down 


Fall business at Reed & Cross Inc., 
Eugene, Ore., is down, primarily be- 
cause of one large year-end contract 
the firm had last year, reports Reed 
Vollstedt. He continues: 

“We have, however, had consider- 
able interest in our landscape depart- 
ment with many smaller jobs to com- 
plete. 

“In August, we changed our lJand- 
scape design system from a free plan 
to charging a fee. Our minimum fee 
is now $75, which includes up to three 
hours of design time plus consulta- 
tions, measuring, etc. To date (No- 
vember 13) we have only had one 
interested party not proceed on a fee 
basis. 

“We feel we can now do a better 
design service for the customer and 
still be paid properly for our time. 
We have had design fees of up to 
$250. We will still offer a customer 
a free no-scale sketch from his 
photos.” 


Kentucky: Fine Fall 


“Considering the general conditions 
of the economy, we feel we have had 
a fine fall season,” writes Louis Hillen- 
meyer Jr., Hillenmeyer Nurseries, Lex- 
ington, Ky. He also notes: 

“Our landscape business through 
October is down about 14 percent. 
This actual percentage is a bit mis- 
leading because we are working on 
one sizable job of which half was 
executed in October, yet none of this 
has been posted as yet. When we com- 
plete our November business, this dif- 
ference should reflect a better picture. 

“While fall business is never so 
large as spring, we have been kept 
busy and enjoyed exceptional weather. 
With the general reduction in new 
building, we feel most fortunate to 
have experienced such a satisfactory 
season.”
